FOWLER'S 
BILL 


Provides for Retirement 


of Greenbacks

CHICAGO, 
Sept. 10.— Congressman 


Charles N. Fowler, chairman 
or 
the 


house committee on hanking and cur- 
rency, was in ChicaRo to confer with 
bankers on the details of the financial 
bill he wilt introduce at the expected 
extra, session of congress. 


Mr. Fowler has outlined the plan of 


his bill. It will include three 
leading 


features, each of which would represent 
an important change in the currency 
system. 


The first feature provides for a re- 


tirement of the greenbacks or for their 
"impounding" through 
a 
stipulation 


that bnnks be compelled to hold 40 per 
cent, of their cash reserves in United 
States notes. As the national bnnks 
today are voluntarily holding SIGH, 000.- 
finn of 
the 
greenbacks. Congressman 


Fowler thinks that this 
requirement 


would Involve no hardships. 
It was. 


according tu his idea, an effectual way 
of divesting the greenbacks of 
their 


power for barm. 


The second feature is for the depos- 


iting of all public money in the banks, 
the povermnent to get 2 per cent- Inter- 
est and be secured hy a first lien on 
jarik assets, the relationship between 
the; government and the banks thus re- 
sembling the present relationship of 
struts and municipalities to the hanks 
where they krep their money on de- 
wait. Deposits are not to be larger 
than 50 per cent, of the paid-up capital 
of banks receiving them. 


The third feature of the bill will be 


a provision for "asset" or "credit" cur- 
rency. 
National banks will be permit- 


ted to put out such currency by depos- 
iting in the 
United fitntps Treasury 


gold coin or government bonds equal to 
50 per cent, of the amount so put out. 
This GO per cent, together with the 2 
per rent, interest on government depos- 
its and a 1 per cent, tax on the notes 
thus issued would constitute a "guar- 
antee fund" and when this "guarantee 


cess over this amount would be utilized 
n purchasing gold bullion fnr convert- 
n?T the greenbacks into gold certifi- 
cates.

The body did not arrive at the church 


until tho clock in the old steeple had 
completed the striking of the hour of 
11 at which time there were a number 
of people already in the 
church 
and 


others standing without. 
As the body 


/was taken into the church it was met 
at tlie door by the pall bearers. Rev.

of

George's school; Rev. C. A. Danfield of 
Providence, Rev. Arthur M. Aucock of 
All Saints, Providence; Rev- Arthur 
Hogers of "Westchesler, 
Penn.; Rev.

T-:nst Providence, all young ministers 
who had been consecrated by the late 
bishnp, and who during the lying in 
state were to act as; the guard of hon- 
or.

If a mature woman tries 
to teach, tlie Oriental doesn't come, and 
so the young girls, feelhiK they are suc- 
ceeding In converting the Chinamen, 
•where others fail, nit Sunday after Sun-, 
doy alone with one of these atrfinpe 
people. Then it is the old story. Th« 
girl is charmed by the soft appealing 
ways, pity ber.onu?s affection, and some 
morning .slit leaves town tu become the 
wife of her pupil. Some really dn mrir- 
ry and go to China to find themselves 
one of half a dozrn nil lending a life 
of misery unimaginable tn t h e Ameri- 
can. 
Many never pret further thnn 


Chinatown. 
This Is how these pale, 


hopeless 
creatures, 
deadened 
with 


drups and held In contempt by their 
Chinese masters, are introduced Into 
their dens. 


"I do not believe any American plrl 


can be happy united with-a Chinaman. 


"Then, goinp away to iho city Is a 


constant temptation and mennco to our 
girls, and ft is constantly growing. 
Mothers In the Finn Her towns must 
nmkp home more attractive for their 
daughters. They must, keep them in- 
terested and take them mm-p into their 
confidence. This is the only way to 
stop the continual emigration of coun- 
try girls and girls from the smaller 
towns to the great cities. Tt is a symp- 
tom of the fast life mid foolish ideals 
of the times. 


"Girls tli ink they arp unfortunate 


because thy don't live in a big city. 
When they hnve a dull hour, or a tem- 
porary feeling of rlisp.'it I sf nation, such 
as come into everyone's life, or when 
they have b»en disciplined, then comes 
the thoueht of a free life In the city 
and the temptation Is stronc to run 
away. 
"Let daughters know whnt hpr/mins 


of these girls who are lured every year 
and lead a short, wretched life, just nn 
the unhappy insects who leave the pro- 
tecting woods and the s^abirds whi 
lo.-ivo thf cool ocean
